(International News Service) 
WASHINC3TON, May 13—The gov 
ernm ent’s huge Muscle Shoal» project 
wogld be second on|g to Niagara Falls 
in the development of waterpower, 
Oscar C. M errill, executive officer of 
the federal waterpower commission, 
told the senate agricultural committee 
today. 
Merrill declared the Muscle Shoals 
project would have a range of develop 
ment from 250,000 guaranteed prri 
mary horsepower to a maximum of 
760,000 combined prim ary and sec 
ondary horsepower. 
The range, he 
said, would depend on the depth and 
flow of w ater in the Tennessee river. 
Merrill, 
a recognized waterpower 
expert, advocated the erection of stor­ 
age dam» in the head*'aterá~ of the 
Tenn'ésse and it* tributaries. 
The storage dam, :fjpplamented 
by steam 
power 
from 
stationary 
plants, he said, would increase the 
waterpower development of the river 
to a total of 510,000 prim ary horse­ 
power as the maximum average for 
a whole year. 
“The absolute minimum in prim ary 
power would be 250,000 horsepower,” 
said Merrill. Seventy per cent of this 
power would come from Wilson Dam 
and the auxiliary steam plant and 3Q 
per cent from Dam Number 
“Four per cent of the total would 
be steam, while the remainder would 
be waerpoy^er/'
